NEW YORK—Politicians who at- 


tack the Wilson administration for 
its. surrender to 'Big Business in 
the matter of the peace, settlement, 
the Chicago packers, the Mexican 
oil controversy, the arrangements 
for international financing1, -the sup- 
port of Kolchnk, and the war-time 
price fixing policy would do well to 
consider whether they could have 
done any better. 


Every day it is becoming clear 


to more people that the real power 
in a modern industrial nation can- 
not possibly be lodges in its polit- 
ical government as long as all tho 
great natural resources and basic 
industries and public utilities, to- 
gether' with .the credit system, are 
controlled privately by _small groups 
of private- minded men. 


This is no longer the charge of 


a radical politician but just the 
plain fact, which everyone realizes 
and admits who thinks about it at 
all. 
Control of industry and trade 


is control of the nation. And this 
control does not lie in Washington 
The lines over which it passes rur 
from -steel mills and mines anc 
packing 
plants 
and oil refinerie 


and textile mills into financial cen 
tcrs. 
The men who exercise thv 


control sit at the centers and noli 
tho reins; and these cannot be tak 
en away from them by any politi 
cian over night. And this m spit 
of the fact that these m=n know _lit 
tie or nothing about the mechanica 
processes and.the actual details o 
organizing and maintaining: prodtic 
tion and distribution. 
They hoi 


their ' power through their . contro 
of money,' and through that contro 
they wield absolute mastery ove 
the really big and useful men,—th 
manager and engineers and organ 
izqrs. 


Ablest of all, and least useful, 


are neither the bankers themselves. 
nor the managers and engineers, 
but the intermediaries who usually 
appear as chairmen of boards of 
directors or presidents, and whose 
qualifications are their skill in .de- 
vising various 
gentlemen s agree- 


ments for controlling,the markets 
and for fighting off or side-track- 
ing interference from competitors 
or politicians. They are of ten law- 
yers like Judge Gary of the Steel 
Corporation, Cardinal 'Votacy" *» 
the Henry VII's of our big Banking 
groups, Bethman-Holhregs to- our 
Kaisers of industry and .trade... 


These Henry VHI's and.Kaisers 


hold their power and prestige, and 
especially in the East, by reason of 
an amazing popular 
superstition. 


They come very near being "»sW£- 
tions, and their power often her- 
editary, as in the case of J. P. Mor- 
gan, James Stillman, who succeeded 
Var-derlip as president of the Ma- 
Snal cfty Baric, and the younger 
Rockefeller. 
.When the veil was 


torn away from the New Haven 
scandal, it disclosed the late J. F. 
Morgan as utterly reckless and In- 
competent in his management of 
one of the greatest railroad prop- 
erties in the world. He left it to 
Mellon, and Mellen made a hash of
